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New casual policy causes a ruckus

Students, academics, staff and 
administration representatives arc 
fighting like dogs over the defini- 
tion of “student” in McGill’s pro- 
posed casual employment policy. 

Part-time undergrads may have 
to look elsewhere for jobs, or find 
their work hours drastically cut by 
the new policy. 

Students enrolled in fewer than 
18 credits per year would be al- 
lowed to work as casuals for no 
more dian six hours a week unless 
they are filling vacancies, leaves of 
absences, or arc needed for 
26-week “peak work periods.” 

McGill’s Non-Academic Staff 
Association (MUNASA) president 
Trevor Garland said the policy will 
"make sure that casuals arc not 
there to replace regular employ- 

_ _ _ it 

CCS. 

According to Garland, part-time 
students have to decide whcdicr 
they want to study, or quit school to 
work full-time. 

"If dieir primary endeavour is 
working on an on-going basis, dtcy 
should become regular employ- 
ees," he said. 

Post-Graduate Students Society 
(PGSS) president Lee Iverson ar- 
gued at a meeting of die Presidents’ 
Council, which includes Students’ 
Society, PGSS, MACES and stu- 
dent faculty associations, that it is 
“ridiculous” to stop part-time stu- 
dents from working more hours. 

According to Iverson, “Already, 
these students arc not eligible for 
student loans.” 

But Hospitality McGill coordi- 
nator Joan Gross disagreed. 

“It is not the intention of lltc 
policy to discriminate against part- 
time students,” she said. “The pol- 

Students

icy is not written in stone. 

“I am sure that Human Re- 
sources is willing to review the 
policy if students disagree with 
their definition of part-time," Gross 
added. 

Iverson said McGill must ex- 
plain die discrepancy between the 
policy’s 18 credit criteria and die 
provincial government’s 12 credit 
student loan limit. 

Bodi Garland and Gross claimed 
McGill’s hiring of casuals at a low 
wage for extended periods widiout 
benefits forced MUNASA to de- 
velop the policy. 

“Abuses in die use of casuals has 
made it necessary," Gross said. 

Graduate jobs 

Graduate students who arc 
studying full-dmc and half-time 
can work as casuals during their 
residency period. 

Once they begin dieir second 
year of additional sessions after 
residency — which is more dian 
three terms for a Masters degree 
and four to six terms for a Doctor- 
ate — grads may lose non-academic 
jobs. 

Students altcmpdng academic 
work — such as those with research 
grants who have completed dieir 
residency periods — can work “un- 
limited hours,” VP Academic 
Samuel Freedman said last week. 

Associate Dean of the Faculty of 
Graduate Studies and Research 
John Galaty claimed almost two- 
thirds of graduate students em- 
ployed as casuals would be forced 
out of their jobs because they study 
part-dme. 

Galaty sent a letter to VP Fi- 
nance and Administration John 
Armour and VP Freedman citing “a 
private and unpublished under- 
standing” reached between McGill 
administrators and MUNASA that 
would allow graduate students to 
work as casuals only during their 
residency periods. 

Working in the Gym 

McGill employers arc reminded 
on the back of the payroll requisi- 
tion form used to submit a casual 
students’ salary to hire only full- 
time students. When filling out the 
form, they must include the stu- 
dent’s ID number on a “Personal 
Data Form" accompanying the 
requisition to verify whether they 
study full or part lime. 

"It doesn’t matter if we lose 
applications from a tonne of part- 
time students," athletics Adminis- 
trative Coordinator Robert Watt 
said. ‘There are so many full-time 
applicants turned away.” 

No one can predict the number 
of students who may lose their jobs. 

“It never really mattered before, 
so no one kept numbers," Watt said. 

“I don’t know of any students 
losing their jobs," he added. “Most 



of our students have the minimum 
of 18 credits required." 

Athletics hires the most casual 
students— from 250 to 300 during 
the year. 

“We arc easily the leaders in the 
number of casual students em- 
ployed,” Watt said. 

Students hired as casuals were 
asked yesterday by the Athletics 
department to sign a document stat- 
ing they were full-time McGill stu- 
dents. 



Gross claimed few students will 
be fired as a result of the policy. 

"I think most of our students arc 
taking 18 credits or more," Gross 
said. 

Hospitality McGill hires almost 
80 students to give campus tours 
and usher at events. 

Where now? 

The Presidents’ Council voted 
last Tuesday to endorse Myma 
Gopnik’s motion at Senate exempt- 



ing all students from the policy. 

MUNASA and the McGill ad- 
ministration may implement the 
policy regardless of the Senate 
motion. 

According to Gross, students 
and academics should reason with 
Human Rcsourscs to protect stu- 
dent employment instead of dis- 
agreeing with the policy. 

“If people get confrontational, 
they have the power to push it 
through," Gross said. 




Senate Committee on Women 



Committee lacks direction, 
critics say it should disband

The Senate Committee on 
Women is questioning the effec- 
tiveness of its mandate, while crit- 
ics charge it with ignoring issues 
important to women at McGill. 

Some even say it should dis- 
band. 

Committee Chair Barbara 
Nichols said the mandate of the 
Senate Committee on Women 
(SCOW) has shifted. Its new em- 
phasis is advocacy, but members 
arc not clear what they should be 
advocating. 

Nichols refused to disclose the 
source of the suggestion to dis- 
band, but confirmed that it came 
from inside the University. 

SCOW has twenty members, 
including academics, non-academic 
working professionals, and five 
student représentâmes. 

According to Eshter Benezra, a 
doctor at the Montréal Children’s 
Hospital and a committccmcmbcr, 



it “would not be so terrible if the 
committee were to disband, al- 
though it it sad to lose any organi- 
zation that attempts to deal with 
women’s issues." 

Nonetheless, it "is not serving 
the basic issues," Benezra said. 

The committee should stop 
forming sub-committees and get 
down to business — real issues that 
deal with today’s women on cam- 
pus, said Benezra. 

Benezra said the committee 
“bureaucratizes," and favoursa type 
of language which hinders the 
committee from facing real issues. 
This “is very typical of academia," 
she said. 

Last year, SCOW was rife with 
internal conflict over the appointed 
chair and advisory committee of 
the fledgling McGill Centre for 
Research andTcachingon Women. 
The con tro versy seriously impeded 
its ability to deal with other issues. 

SCO W’s future mandate has still 
not been decided. The group will 



continue to take recommendations, 
and will take into account the re- 
sults of an on-going McGill em- 
ployment equity study. 

The Senate Committee and the 
McGill Women’s Network are the 
only two campus bodies dealing 
widi women’s issues that are not 
student-run. There have been 
complaints in the past that the two 
groups often do not communicate 
effectively and duplicate each 
other’s efforts. 

According to Nichols, ’The 
committee wants to cooperate, and 
there is plenty of work for every- 
one, we just have, to maximize our 
efforts." 

The Senate Committee on 
Women was formed in 1979, when 
there were no other organizations 
or groups dealing with women’s 
issues on campus. Today, SCOW 
is complemented by the Women’s 
Union, the McGill Women’s Net- 
work, and the Coalition Against 
Sexual Assault.

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Innu protest 
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left in legal limbo

A Newfoundland court decision 
leaves four formerly acquitted Innu 
protestors in legal limbo, and leaves 
unresolved the legal battle against 
NATO low-altitude training flights 
over Innu land. 

The Innu have inhabited the 259 
000 square kilometre area of Ni- 
tassinan in northern Québec and 
Labrador for at least 9000 years. 

Last April, four Innu protestors 
charged with trespassing on the 
Goose Bay North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization base were acquitted 
in provincial court, because they 
held an “honest belief that the land 
on which the airbase is located 
belongs to the Innu, and therefore 
they committed no wrong." 

Last week’s Court of Appeals 
decision overturned the acquittal. 
But the Innu’s lawyer, John 01- 
phuis, says the decision was based 
only on a procedural error, and did 
not overturn the original Innu argu- 
ment 



Alliance for Non-Violent Ac- 
tion member Marc Drouin said the 
recent Court of Appeal decision 
was "the easy way out” for the 
Justice Department, because it re- 
served judgment on the issue. 

Oplhuis said that because the 
Innu have a lot of public support, 
the Crown would probably not ask 
for a new trial, where a full acquit- 
tal could be granted. 

Alliance member Philippe 
Duhamel said the decision was an 
example of “colonial-style” gov- 
ernment’s racist attitudes, avoid- 
ing thcrootofthelnnus’ problems. 

Drouin and 50 other protesters 
were arrested in September for 
preventing four Dutch F-16 jets 
from participating in morning test 
runs. 

Both Drouin and Duhamel said 
such protests have forced the issue 
into the courts. 

“This is not justan issucof peace. 
It’s an issue of human rights, of 
environmental destruction, of geno- 
cide,” said Duhamel.

Un autre FEEQ flop 

Les Etats Généraux 1989, a student colloquium organized by the 
Federation des Etudiantes et Etudiants du Québec (FEEQ) held last 
weekend was to promote involvement in education by students and the 
public and private sector. Sadly, only 27 McGill students registered, 
and only 14 of those attended. Students’ Society had resolved to spend 
$4000 on the affair, but ended up spending $7280, about a quarter of 
the total cost. Councillors groaned about the huge costs, but the 
money’s been spent already. Of course, students were not consulted, 
cither for the initial $4000 or the overflow. 



Duhamel said the government 
should deal with the issue of land 
ownership in Nitassinan, the area 
claimed by the Innu. 

Canadian govemmcnlbrochurcs 
and videos produced to support the 
NATO base claim the Innu land is 
a "wilderness interior, devoid of 
human habitation.” 

The Innu arc preparing an in- 
junction application to the govern- 
ment of Canada in an attempt to 
immediately halt jet-fighter flights 
over Nitassinan. This will give the 
Innu a chance to prepare a Charter 
of Rights challenge against the 
nights. 

The Innu have protested 
NATO’s low-level training flights 



over their land for over a decade. 
More than two hundred charges 
have been laid against Innu protest- 
ers in the last year. According to 
Duhamel, there are 50 charges 
pending. 

The Alliance for Non-Violent 
Action is currently organizing a 
coalition to publicize the conflict 
on a national and international level. 
The Alliance is planning a civil 
action blockade of Ministry of 
Defense offices on Remembrance 
Day to commemorate the Innu as 
present-day victims of war. 

Drouin, who recently spent a 
month with the Innu, said the pro- 
tests were successful. “The Innu 
have found a great source of pride 



and strength in their protests." 

Today an Alliance for 
Non-Violent Action coalition to 
support the Innu meets all 9h30, at 
1710 Beaudry, Comité du 
Centre-Sud (the Beaudry métro).

Fifty students who expected to^ 
move into the new Lionel Groulx 
residence next September arc out 
of luck. An entire wing will not bc- 
available as planned — two indus- 
trial tenants will occupy the space 
for another year. 

The residence at its full capacity 
will house more than 300 students 
in two blocks. But only one of the 
"blocks, housing 250 students, will 
be completed by September 1990. 

The smaller south block houses 
about 50 students but it has two 
commercial tenants in it. Renova- 



tions cannot begin in this section of 
the residence until the tenants lea vc. 
1 Associate VP Physical Rc- 
I sources Sam Kingdon is “trying to 
negotiate an earlier end to their 
1 leases,” he said. 

The site is between Lionel 
Groulx and Dclislc Streets. A $3 
million abandoned plastics factory 
is undergoing $14 million in reno- 
vation into three-bedroom, 
suite-type apartments. 

Students’ Society residence 
representative Alex Usher secs 
several problems with the new 
residence. 

“It’s just not smart,” he said. 



“People will probably go there, but 
they’ll be fairly unhappy. 

"There is no way the Intcr-Rcsi- 
denccCouncil can provide thesamc 
level of services as to the other 
residences. They will not be inte- 
grated with the rest of the resi- 
dences." 

Usher also noted that rates to 
live in the new residence — about 
$300 a month, with no meal plan — 
will not be lower than in the ghetto. 
He suggested that money spent on 
the new residence could be better 
used in “cleaning up the residences 
wc have now, as their state is apal- 
ling."

Guards arc currently posted at li- 
brary entrances weekdays after 1 7h 



and weekends. Under the new pol- 
icy, two student guards will be on 
duty at all times. 

The Humanities and Social Sci- 
ences Library — MacLennan and 
Rcdpath — is the only library that 
require extra surveillance. 

Libraries pay security expenses 
of about $200 000 a year from their 
own budgets. But an attempt by 
libraries to save money by reduc- 
ing security last year was quashal 
by student opposition. 

An attempt last year to shift the 
cost of library security to die uni- 



versity was turned down by the 
administration. McGill’s $15 mil- 
lion annual budgctdcficitwascited 
as the main factor. 

Director of Libraries Eric 
Ormsby said underfunding was a 
not major reason for the new hiring 
policy. “I don’t diink it will save us 
any money." 

According to Libraries admini- 
stration officer Elizabeth Madcr, 
“If students arc available, they 
should be given preference. I think 
it is die university’s unwritten 
policy to employ students if they 
arc available.”

Within the next few days, you and everyone you love may be dying of 
radiation poisioning. 

Though this may sound like the irrational rantings of some flake in a 
bathrobe on the comer of Stc. Catherine and McGill College, unfortu- 
nately, it’s noL There is a real and present danger that you and I might not 
survive this week, and almost nobody has bothered to tell us. 

Tomorrow, the American National Aeronautics and Space Admini- 
stration (NASA) plans to lauch project Galileo. This space probe will be 
fuelled by 49.25 pounds of plutonium— enough to kill every human being 
on Earth. The vessel will be borne aloft by a space shuUlc like the Chal- 
lenger, which suffered a mid-air mishap in January 1986 and went down 
in flames, crew and all. What could happen tomorrow would make that 
disaster look like a weenie roasL 

Before Challenger, NASA reckoned the chances of a launch accident 
at about one in 100 000. Since then, they have downscaled their estimate 
a touch. Now they figure it’s about one in 78. And in that event, the odds 
in favour of a plutonium leak from the probe’s two generators arc, again 
according to NASA’s own studies, about 8.3 per cent. This data stands in 
stark contrast to NASA publicity, which claims a serious problem is a vir- 
tual impossibility. 

Moreover, if Galileo doesn’t get us tomorrow, during the ordeal by fire 
and rocket and heat shields known as “lift-off” it has two more shots. In 
December 1990 and December 1992, the probe will gather speed for its 
1995 rendezvous with Jupiter by making a “slingshot” through Venus’s 
gravitational field, and around the Earth. The second “fly by” will strafe 
the Earth at only 1 85 miles altitude, at a velocity of 30 000 mph. This will 
give it a place in the Guincss Book of Records as the fastest man-made 
low-flying object of all time— if there’s anyone around to write it down. 



The possibility that Galileo might just miscalculate its trajectory and 
smack plumb into the ground was briefly considered by NASA and its 
partner in crime, General Electric. But GE’s 1988 study concluded that 
the probe had to have the "slingshot" booster to accomplish its mission. 
To abandon the project because of foolish ditherings over mass extinction 
would have been timid and downright un-American. 

There havebccn space-faring nuclcaraccidcnts before, by the way. The 
Soviet Union’s Kosmos 954 satellite cracked up in 1978 and rained 
radioactive trash over much of Northern Canada. Ah, but that was long 
ago. 

Nobody cares, to hear the mainstream media tell it. International 
watchdog organization Project Censorship recently listed Galileo among 
the top ten suppressed stroies of 1 988. And a coalition of citizen’s groups 
had their challenge to the fiasco summarily dismissed in U.S. courts this 
week, leading them to threaten obviously hazardous direct action. 

It seems corporate television and newspapers prefer covering the so- 
called demise of socialism to informing the public about the possible 
demise of, say, the North American Continent. 

However, now that you know, you might want to draw your dearest 
ones very near for a little while, maybe for years, until this madness is 
stopped. In a decent civilization, the Mulroney government would be 
clamoring to halt this abomination. But not in our little economists' tech- 
nocracy. 

Einstein once denied that God plays dice with the universe. NASA, 
though, seems to enjoy a little craps game. Like its namesake, this new 
Galileo is a heretic, but the faith it denies may be life itself.

Walk Safe 
Network 

It is frustrating and unfortunate that women still 
feel threatened when they walk alone on the street at 
night. Especially because there arc things that each of 
us can do to rid ourselves of these destructive limita- 
tions. The Walk Safe Network is a positive way of 
increasing confidence while helping others do the 
same. The Network is designed to reduce the number 
of people, especially women, who arc walking home 
alone from campus at night. Every year we all expe- 
rience or hear second-hand stories of women who arc 
followed, harrassed or assaulted on the streets. In 
reaction, many women walk with friends or limit 
their behaviour to avoid remaining alone on campus 
after dark. The Walk Safe Network is a community 
response to increase security and empower women to 
walk with confidence. 

The Walk Safe Network is structured to ensure 
that those using it remain in control. Anyone inter- 
ested in walking home in the company of others can 
meet in the lobby of theMcLennan library at 23h00 
Monday to Thursday. Once people gather they will 
divide up depending on which direction they wish to 
go. There will be four areas: 

• Atwater/Guy, which will also pass by a metro 

• Ghetto (below Pine) 
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• Plateau (above Pine, cast and north) 

• Residences 

Two volunteers, either a man and a woman or two 
women will walk with each group. The volunteers 
will walk as far as anyone using the network wants 
them to go. Each individual person using the network 
decides to what extent they feel comfortable walking 
with the group, or alone, and they maintain the power 
and control to decide. Walking with the Network is a 
way to feel more comfortable walking at night, and 
show support. 

The network is completely dependent on students 
as volunteers and as walkers. We are still very much 
in need of both, especially volunteers, specifically 
women. With support the days and departures could 
be expanded. We would like to operate on weekends 
and increase the number of nightly departures. The 
network depends on usall. You meet people, chat and 
walk, and get home safely too. 

There will be an information and volunteer re- 
cruitment meeting on today at 18h00 in room 203 of 
Powell Student Services, 3637 Peel street for anyone 
interested in getting involved or learning more. If you 
have already been to a meeting there’s no need to be 
there.
